The deliberation, in tlie meeting of 
the Kentucky Telephone Aasoeiatioo, 
w li^ took place in Lexington on J une 
Snh and 28th, brooght out facts bear- 
ing on the independent movement In 
our State tliat are quite a revelation 
tothepet^e. Seven years ago there 
was not am Independent company in 
Kentucky, to-day there are seventy or 
more. Five years ago the capital in- 
vested was not more than two thuus- 
and (lol'arr,. to-d.ty it is two million, 
an 1 the lar<r<'r portion of this Iwlon^s to 
citizens of this eommonwealth. Five 
v'ears ago these companies owned prob- 
ably 100 plumes, tliey have 15,000 now. 
witli whicli they are giving excellent 
service, though of course not all of 
th'Mr lines are perfect by any means, 
but the majority are ingoodsliapeand 
it is one of the purposes triTUieamocia- 
tlon to see that faulty ttnes are Im- 
proved or know the reann why. The 
old companies haye had the ad vantage 
of the independents to the present in 
kmgdisUnee work but that wiU be a 
thing of the pest before another year 
rolls around. Two new long distance 
companies have been formed in Ken- 
tucky, backed by ample capital to 
push through several copper metalic 
trunk lines from Louisville, Newport, 
Maysville, and Lexington, to the vari- 
ous portions of the State.

Specimens of an entirely new kind 
of an inbec't which has wrought great 
havoc in the growing wheat fields of 
Texas were received by P. H. Litch- 
field, of the Modern lliller, and j^aecd 
uu exhibitiun «i the Merchant*' ex- 
change at St. IiiMda. 

Reports f ixhb Texas say that at least 
25 per cent, of the wheat crop in the 
northern part of the state has been 
ruined by the "bug" and the entire crop 
is threatened. 

The insect is a little smaller than 
the Hessian fly. and in apin :) ranee it is 
something Ijet ween tliat insect and the 
"wheat locust." 

The body is an olive green and the 
wings transparent at first. Under a 
microscope the insect looks very much 
Ukm the Oeada or Avgwt dy, iriiieh is 
so musical bi the fsIL Wheathciafcect 
grows older, however. It b cc o ns black 
and gro^B larger. It has lo^ legs and 
a rather slender bodj'. 

Both the grubs and the insects are 
seen in countless numbers in the grow- 
ing wheat. Advices from all parts of 
Texas say that the pest is spreading. 
But it appears to i>e working only on 
tlie stuhi)le-ground wheat. The insects 
were in the wheat last summer when 
it was cut, and remained in the ground 
all winter. 

Owing to the adldness of tlM wiater, 
iwrtcad al Mmg Ullcd It propagated 
rapidly, and apprelMaaioas are fdtt for 
the entire crop. So far wheat oa the 
cotton ground does not appear to be 
damaged. 

The bug attacks the plant, but not 
the grain itself, and causes it to wither 
and die. Samples of the insect, infect- 
ed plants and soil in which the5- grew 
have been sent to the agricult ural de- 
partment and to entomologists in St. 
Louis and elsewhere for examination. 

At first it was 8uppr>sed to l»e a Hes- 
sian fly, hat on closer inspection it 
proved te be an entirely different va- 
riety.

This is the season for repairing old 
fence:; or building new ones. In this 
connection it is well to remember that 
an unnecessary' fence is an unmixed 
e»U. Let anyone try the simjile ex- 
periawttt of plowing a square acre and 
then an acr« MS rods ks^ky one rod 
wide and note the dHlawnee hi time 
required. Our exparimenta Aow that 
more than one-third of the thneof the 
plowman is taken up in turning the 
corners on the square acre, while there 
is scarcely any appreciable loss when 
the shape of the field is long and nar- 
row. On expensive land it does not pay 
in these later days to pasture stock at 
all. Experience has shown that cows 
especially can be kept as cheaply and 
at the same time as healthy in the 
yard oa ailageoraoUhqrerops as in the 
field wkuim the interest on the money 
invsstod ia the land is taken intoeon- 
sideration. Leas fences vather than 
more are ealled for. Ifrnif bm too 
the fact that fences are apt to he sim- 
ply places for weeds to grow; they 
cost a go(Kl deal to keep in repair and 
are therefore constant sources of ex- 
pense. When they are needed build 
them. Do not fence in the garden; let 
the rows of vegetables be long and 
work the ground with horses rather 
than hoes. Leave the fields long and 
relatively narrow to save turning with 
the plow, the cultivator, the mower 
or the reaper.— Agricultural Eplto- 
mist.
